Ihe worst holocaust that has befallen anv city in 
the United States 
occured here last night 
about 930 oclock from an earth quake rival 
ing in destruction the great loss of Vesuvius 
Off the coast southwest of the city evidently an earth quake has occured 
The 
shock reached here about 945 and quick destiuction followed in its wake 
The Exami- 
ner 
¬ 
and Call printing buildings 
were 
crumbled 
into 
ruins 
as well as the city hall and 
nearly every other large building of any note 
in the city are now total wrecks 
Fire at 
once broke out in the wrecked 
buildings 
on 
Main 
2nd and 
3rd streets and has spread 
rapidly 
The shock was so trmenedous 
that all the water mains had been bursted and 
the fire department rendered powerless 
Nothing 
can 
be done for lack of water 
At 
this time the entire business section of the city is covered here and there with fires that 
threaten to envelop th e entire city 
already 
the fire has reached the coast and resident 
section 
No trains can bo run in or out of the city 
Only 
ono 
telegiaph 
wire 
is working 
and that 
spazmodically 
No correct cstimato oftbo loss of lifo can bo given 
but it will run up into the thousands 
Over 800 dead aro now in the Mechanics Pavilion and it is reported that in the cheap lodging section 
of 
tho city tho buildings crumbled down and killed their sleeping victims by the hundrods 
Several Arizona neoplo aro sojourning in the city but no news of their safety is obtainablo as

building tho City Hall

All tho pri neipal buildings 
in tho mined district aio entirely destroyed
